“If I had felt it would have 
been helpful, I would have said 
something,’’ said Richard 
Kimble, SSC student body vice-

obsession with the idea that 
man is ready for a kind of

pects of today’s world are 
really boring and repetitive. 
He believes that the pressure 
created by our modern society 
can only be relieved when man 
learns how to control his sub- 
conscious so that all his men- 
tal processes are completely 
willful.

another, in cpposition to the 
students of SSC gaining equal 
voting powers with the faculty 
in matters affecting academic 
standards, curriculum, and 
personnel matters, including 
faculty tenure and promotions, 
at the College Council meeting. 

The special meeting had 
been called to decide whether 
or not to amend the constitution 
of the proposed Academic Senate. 
The most controversial portion 
of the proposed constitution of 
the soon-to-be Academic Senate, 
at least from the students’ stand- 
point, is Article VII, which 
concerns voting limitations on 
the Senate. It states tha! only 
elected members of the Academic 
Senate, the college President’ 
advisory body, will be allowed 
to vote on certain issues, These 
issues include faculty tenure and 
promotions, academic standards, 
and curriculum. This portion 
of the constitution directly aims 
at excluding the two student rep- 
resentatives to the Senate from 
voting on such matters, 

H, Nicholas Windeshausen, 
chairman of the ad hoc committee 
which drew up the constitution, 
stated that the committee didn’t 
intend to discriminate against 
anyone, ‘‘There were those who 
believed the students had no right 
to a position or a vote on the 
Academic Senate, and there were 
those who were in favor of 
students having full voting 
powers,” continued Winde- 
shausen, He added that the 
resulting voting limitations 
section of the new Academic 
Senate’s constitution was a 
compromise between the two 
points of view. 

The College Council voted that 
a meeting of the faculty be called 
to explain, discuss and, if 
desired, to amend the constitution 
and its bylaws before it is voted 
upon by the faculty-at-large, 

Kimble said that he expected

Parker has been a professor 
it Sacramento State since 1949, 
coming here from four years a 
faculty member at Bowling 
Green State University in Ohio, 
He received his AB degree at 


the University of Missouri: his 


additional $200 grant may be

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Governor Reagan gan Meets With 
American Federation Teachers 


Governor Reagan was asked 
for the second time in ten days 
to meet with officials of the 
American Federation of 
Teachers (AFT) to discuss state 
college problems, 


John Sperling, president of 
the California State College 
Council of the AFT, sent his 
second telegram to Reagan on 
March 8, the day after the 
governor denied that he had rec- 
ieved the first telegram. 


The first telegram was sent 
February 27, two days after a 
meeting of the California State 
College Council in San Francisco, 
where the CSCC voted 
unanimously to  ‘‘request of 
Governor Reagan a meeting with 
the President of the College 
Council, the Presidents of the 
state college AFT locals and 
the California Federation of 
Teacher President at the 
Governor’s earliest convenience, 
but no later than March 13, for 
the purpose of resolving certain 
current and continuing state 
college problems,’’ In that tele- 
gram Sperling complained that 
he had “‘continually requested’’ 


a meeting with Reagan but that 
all requests had been ignored, 


Sperting’s latest telegram, 
sent March 8, reads as follows: 


Governor Ronald Reagan 

State Capitol 

Sacramento, California 

I regret that confusion in your 
office prevented your receiving 
my request for a meeting to 
discuss State College probiems, 
The presidents of the State 
College AFT locals still want 
to meet with you as early as your 
schedule permits, They repre- 
sent hundreds of faculty members 
who fear that the system they 
helped build is being destroved,

China is Moving, History is Happening 


Lisa Hobbs, author of ‘‘I Saw 
Red China,’? spoke last Monday 
night in the Men’s Gym, Her 
topic was ‘‘Red China Report’’, 

According to Miss Hobbs, 
a traveler in China ‘‘has a sense 
of history being made’’, Energy 
is evident. There is a sense 
of purpose and an upward thrust- 
ing of momentum, There is 
a rawness of emotion, 

« Everywhere she traveled in 
China Miss Hobbs heard passion- 
ate enunciations of American 

“‘ageression, Even the children 
were shouting anti-American 

slogans, One woman asked her, 

‘How would the Americans feel 

if spy planes were flying over 

their nation and one million for- 





eign troops were gathered at the 
border?” 

Miss Hobbs said _ that the 
Chinese picked the places 
they wanted her to see, She 
also said that she always had 
a feeling of being watched. Miss 
Hobbs said that the streets were 
clean and wide and she never 
saw a piece of litter anywhere, 
The people were poor but they 
were not like those in India. 

Education does not come free 
for Chinese children, They pay 
a small amount of money per 
semester, Humanities are rarely 
taught and science and mathe- 
matics are considered the most 
important. At age 12 there is 
a breaking point. Only those 














who are recommended will go 
on for higher education, 

The cultural revolution is a 
way designed by Mao TseTung 
to crush those in China who 
believe inincentives for workers, 
Mao is an idealist and is trying 
to keep the party pure. Mao 
has set himself up as a god in 
China, Under his plan China 
has made great progress in 16 
years, But according to Miss 
Hobbs, Mao has served his pur- 
pose and is no longer needed, 

Lisa Hobbs, a foreign 
correspondent and Staff Reporter 
of the San Francisco Examiner, 
was allowed to travel in China 
because she is an Australian 
citizen.

The first issue of SSC‘s new 
magazine, ‘‘Scope’’, under the 
editorship fo the redoubtable 
Steve Haskins, hit the stands 
on Tuesday and it was a good 
thing indeed to see the death 
knell of the old ‘‘Review’’ sound- 
ed by the appearance of something 
a little more outstanding, 
‘Scope’ offers considerably 
more in the way of variety and 
quality than its predecessor ever 
did; my only kick is that it 
displays potentiality it does not 
live up to, 

On the good side, ‘‘Scope’’ 
is considerably enhanced by 
editor Haskins’ interview with 
Harry Martin of KCRA, and by 
Jeff Lee’s photos and photo- 
essays that are spread through 
the magazine. These articles 
show spark, originality and life-- 
something | fear the majority 
of the fiction fails to do, 

Most of the short stories were 
well—written attempts -—but 
attempts were abgut all, with 
much potentiality concerning the 
subjects they dealt with left un- 
fulfilled. The efforts ran from 
this reviewer’s own ‘The 
Madness’’--far too preachy and 
apologetic to really make its 
point effectively--to the aimless 
irony of Phil Weidman’s ‘‘The 
Diary of Johnny Peacock,” to 
Helen Bonner’s “‘ An April Day,’’ 
which leaves you thinking ‘“‘So 
what?” as you read the 
conclusion--unless you like soap 
operas, . 

On a better plane were mree 
other stories: Kathy Hedicke’s 
‘Pussycat, Pussycat,’’ her offer- 
ing to Edward Albee as an 
epilogue to “Virginia Woolf,’’ 
“Slipknot,”” an extremely un- 
pleasant little vignette about sex- 
change from the pen of Burnie 
Evans, and the  issue’s 
fiction-prize winner, ‘‘The Dead 
Jacksons,’* by Raphael Kathleen 
Robinson, who well deserved the 
$25. This story alone, an indict- 
ment of the human concern for 
trivally superficial values, is 
alone worth the asking price of 
the issue, 

Mix this in with some assorted 
poems made bright by the 
presence of John Prillo’s poetry, 
which won ‘‘Scope’s’” $25 poetry 
prize, Haskins’ sketches, Twila 
Drumm’s_ episodic ‘“*Kaleido- 
scope,’’? and you have an hour 
or so of interesting reading and 
pleasing format in front of you, 
Nothing stunningly memorable-- 
that should come in future issues, 
with experience --but engrossing 
nonetheless,
